Berntine. 


Wellnjan says that the expedition 


had almost readied the 81st parallel of 
latitude when forced to turn back on 
May 12. The weather had suddenly 
become intensely severe, aad northward 
from the Seven Isles broken ice 'made 
progress impossible. The expedition 
then traversed the coast of Northeast 
land, most of which was explored. 
Prof O. B French surveyed much of 
the coast, adding- to the map Capes 
Gresham, Whitney, Armour and Scott 
and Walsh island. 
Wellman and 


seven others started on July 1, with 
an aluminum boat to force a way 
northward over the ice pack 
After a 


a severe struggle they were compelled 
to return 


Th«y btarted on July 4th to return 


to Walden island. In crossing Dove 
bay they often had to wade through 
water np to their waists 
Many other 


hardships were suffered 
The alum- 


inum boat rendered excellent service, 
resisting pressure which 
certainly 


would have destroyed ordinary boats. 


One of the party, Almy, broke his 


leg, and had to be carried to Walden 
island, where they arrived on July 32 
Tho Walden and Seven islands were 
still hemmed in with ice. After wait- 
ing two weeks it was decided, on 
August 4, to push southward. It was 
risky work but all succeeded in reach- 
ing Low island safely. 


On August 6 the 
Berntine was 


sighted. They sailed on August 7, call- 
ing at Dane's island for Oyen and Hey- 
erdahl and provisions. 


Wellman declares that he will make 


another attempt in 1896 to reach the 
pole by the Spitzbergen route.

Frank JX Scott, of Mt. Zion, who 


came to Macon county in 1829 when he 
was 10 years old, gave a characteristic 
talk on early days in the county, inter- 
spersed with side remarks with old cro- 
nies. Decatur at first was a little town of 
log houses and people got along as best 
they could without paved streets.elcctric 
cars and water works. But itwas a lively 
town, and the pioneers had their fun, 
getting on the square looking for a 
fight and spending Saturdays in a 
general hurrah. Not all did that. Some 
did. 


R. D. Wilson has a good memory. He 


told about hauling wheat to Chicago 
and selling 
it 
for 
40 cents 
a 


bushel. 
He 
couldn't 
remember 


whether it was "Democratic times" 
or not. He told a story of how a 
neighbor of his got his big logs in the 
fire place. There was a big door at both 
sides of the house, making a driveway 
like a barn. The neighbor used to hitch 
"Old Bess" to the log, drag it into the 
fireplace and go out at the other door. 
"I'll tell you something about how the 
young men went sparking in those 
days," said Mr. Wilson. "Buggies were 
a little bit scarce in this part of the 
country then. 
The only one that 1 


knew of close around was owned by 
Judge Emerson. I borrowed that when 
my wife and I went to get married. 
The boys went on horseback to see their' 
sweethearts. The old man would put 
up our horse, and we would stay all 
night with them. Then we could find 
out what kind of cooks the girls were. 
1 think it would be a pretty good thing 
if that part of sparking was kept up 
now." 


J. R. Gorin told the story of how they 


weighed hogs. The only scales they had 
were steelyards aud they were very 
scarce. To weigh hogs they would take 
a slab from a big log and balance it on a 
rail fence. Then they would pile a big 
lot of rock on one end and hang the hogs 
up on the other end. When the board 
balanced they would guess at how much 
the rock weighed. 


Dr. E. W. Moore was introduced and 


made quite a long speech. He said that 
that this was a great country and that a 
noble set of .people settled it. 
They 


were loyal-men and women who came 
1,000 miles from their homes^in the east 
and faced many perils to settle the 
country. The young men and women of 
to-day have descended from illustrious 
sires and ought to be a great generation. 
The present condition of the country is 
the result of the work of the old pioneers 
Dr. Moore exhibited a newspaper printed* 
in 1900 and which contained accounts of 
the wars in Germany, Egypt and France 
and of Napoleon's doings. He read from 
the paper an account of the death of 
George Washington.

MISERY AT PULLMAN. 


Yesterday's Investigation by tho 


Labor Commission. 


LIGHT THBOffH 08 COHPASY METHODS 


lien Who Cried When They Received 


Their Wages—Robbed as Renters 


and Starved as Workmen— 


The Testimony Adduced. 


The Inner HUtory of the Fnllnmn Corn- 


CHICAGO, Aug. 17. — The inner history 


of the Pullman company, as seen from 
the Pullman strikers' standpoint, was 
•told to the National Labor commission 
yesterday by Thomas Heathcole, chair- 
man of the Pullman strike committee. 
The narrative proved the most inter- 
esting piece of testimony yet submit- 
ted, and was heard by a large number 
of persons, more than any so far seen 
at this session. The day was almost 
«ntirely devoted to the Pullman end 
<jf the big strike. 


In the morning B. I?. Kay, a Chicago 


railroad man, and Secretary Kehher. 
of the American Railway union, testi- 
fied as to the causes of the strike. 
Mr. Keliher favored government o\vn- 
ership of railroads as the solution of 
the labor problem. Mr. Ray favored 
arbitration. Secretary Keliher prom- 
ised to suljinit to the commission a 
large masa of documentary evidence to- 
day. 


Vice- President Howard, of the Amer- 


ican Railway union, telegraphed Pres- 
ident Debs at Terre Haute, yesterday 
morning, and received a reply to the 
effect that the president would appear 
before the commission as soon as pos- 
sible. His wife is seriously ill. 


The commission devoted much time 


to questions bearing on the value of 
arbitration. The government owner- 
ship of railroads does not seem to meet 
with as much favor from them as the 
arbitration plan. 


Hr. lleathcolo Take* the Stand. 


At the opening of the afternoon ses- 


sion Mr. Heathcole took the stand 
He has been instrumental, more than 
any other man, in keeping the Pullman 
strikers from returning to work. It is 
acknowledged that the strikers would 
long ago have gone back at the com' 
pany's terms had it not been for Mr. 
Heathcole's efforts. He testified that 
the wages varied from $48 to six dol- 
lars for two weeks work. He was em- 
ployed by the piece. He declared that 
the Pullman employes did not strike 
until they were forced to do so by the 
conditions 
imposed by 
the com- 


pany. Many were unable to keep 
their families provided with 
food 


«n the wages received. Just before 
the strike some of the men got nine 
cents an hour, and worked only a few 
hours a day. Oat of this they were 
obliged to pay rent, taxes, water rates, 
jjas and buy food. The prices on piece 
work were so low that even the best 
men were unable to make more than 
82 a day. The witness said he paid 
817.71 a month for a five-room cottage, 
•which could be got at Kensington or 
Hyde Park for 87 to 89. This included 
the charge for water in Pullman. Mr. 
Heathcole could not afford to pay for 
gas, for which he understood the com- 
pany charged 83.50 a thousand 


Tne Pullman Blacklist!*. 


The witness then created a mild sen- 


sation by producing a piece of paper, 
•which he said was one of the Pullman 
"blacklists." His own name headed 
the list. He claimed that this was the 
original list, copies of which had been 
sent to all the railroads. He explained 
that the list was given to him by a 
•clerk in the offices of the company, 
whose name he refused to give. Sev- 
«ral men, Mr. Heathcole said, had 
teen dropped for belonging to labor 
•unions. Old men returning to work 
At Pullman now were obliged to surren- 
der their American Railway union 
cards and sign an agreement not to 
join any labor organization for five 
years. If they refused to abide by 
these conditions they were not given a 
position. He said that Supt. Middle- 
ton was not a car-builder but a me- 
chanic, and that if a more experienced 
man had been in charge the men would 
have made more money and business 
•would have been better with the com- 
pany. 


A Ctommuntty of Paupers. 


11 »•» ' When asked if the men in toe differ- 
ent departments of the car-building 
works w«re willing to testify before 
the commission and why more of them 
•were not present, Mr. Heathcole an- 
cwered: 


"Some of them have not got money 


enough to come down town. Some of 
them have not got ten cents to their 
names." 
Mr. Heatheole considered it a curl- 


ons circumstance that the Pullman 
company could declare a big dividend 
and etlll be losing money. "When we 
left the Pullman service," said the wit- 
ness, "we owed the comnany 970,000 
for rent, which we were unable to pay. 
I have seen men at work who were so 
weak from lack of food that they could 
scarcely go on with their work, to such 
4 destitute state were the men re- 
duced." 
Cried When Th«y Received Their Wagcm, 


The witness said that if a workman

Theodore Khodle, 


A former workman in the Pullman 
shops, testified that in addition to haw- 
ing their wages cut the men were often 
abused by the foremen. 


Mr. Heathcole was recalled to give 


the commission some information in 
regard to saloons. He said there was 
only one in Pullman, but 100 in Ken- 
sington, a stone's throw away. 


After hearing unimportant testimony 


from another ex-employe of the Pull- 
man company the commission ad- 
journed.

portation of Anarchists Passad. 


MB. KYLE'S PROHIBITION EESOLDTIOR 


Gives Senators a Chance to Air Their 


Personal Virtues While Disclaiming 


Any Such Intent—The House 


Free Bills Referred. 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — As soon as 


the reading of yesterday's journal was 
finished the senate bill lor the exclu- 
sion and deportation of alien anarchists 
was, on motion of Mr Hill, taken from 
the calendar for consideration, and, 
after a brief discussion the bill was 
passed without a division. 


A resolution for the printing' of the 


report of the civil service commission 
was reported from tne committee on 
printing and agreed to. In connection 
with it Mr. Gorman1, chairman of that 
committee, explained the delay in pro- 
viding for the printing and complained 
of the malicious and scandalous state- 
ments made about such delay, for the 
purpose of creating a false impression 
on the country. 


"And I want to emphasize the state- 


ment," Mr. Gorman continued, with a 
display of indignation, "that that com' 
mission had better, in the future, st-ek 
to have its reports published and 
printed by a respectable and respect- 
ful communication to this body and to 
the other house and to keep out of the 
public press." 


Mr, Chandler's resolution to investi- 


gate the recent election in Alabama 
was again postponed till to-morrow. 


A resolution offered by Mr. Kyle, 


prohibiting the sale of liquor and the 
use of it in the senate wing of the capi- 
tol during the recess of congress, was 
taken up. 


"Why only during the recess of con- 


gress?" was asked by Mr. Platt (rep. , 
la.). 


"I would be most willing to have the 


rule enforced 305 days in the year," 
Mr. Kyle answered. "That has been 
tried, however, and has been an abso- 
lute fiat failure. Liquors ark sold openly 
at the bar, or rather at the counter of 
the senate restaurant.not to members of 
this body alone, but to visitors ait the 
capitol and to the young men employed 
as clerks to senators. Yon have all 
seen it." 


"I beg pardon, I have never seen it," 


Mr. Cockrell interposed angrily. 


Mr. Gorman moved to refer the res- 


olution to the committee on rules and 
satirized the men who "pose in public 


' and make a display of their own per- 
sonal virtues, or rather who offer res- 
olutions to prevent gentlemen from 
enjoying life as they see proper." He 
happened to be one of those senators 
who could deal with the whisky ques- 
tion as one who did not understand 
the taste of whisky. 
But he had 


never yet, in public or in private (par- 
ticularly in public), tried to impose his 
taste upon others or tried to pose be- 
fore the country as a special reformer 
and then, as reformers frequently did, 
slip behind the dooi and take two or 
three private drinks. 
[Laughter.] 


The rules of the senate prohibited the 
sale of liquors in the senate wing of 
the capitol; and it was only a question 
of the enforcement of the rules. 


"That is all," Mr. Kyle admitted. 
"Yes," said Mr. Gorman, "but the 


senator from South Dakota wants the 
sale of liquors to be winked at during 
the session of the senate and prohibited 
during recess." 


"Will the senator vote to prohibit it 


during the whole year?" Mr. Kyle 
asked. 


"There is nothing in the case," Mr. 


Gorman replied,* "except an opportu- 
nity to pose before the public. If the 
rule is not enforced, it is the fault of 
those who are charged with its enforce- 
ment." 


Mr. Platt doubted whether there was 


any occasion for the resolution. He 
understood that the senate restaurant 
was closed during the recess. The 
stories about a bar in the senate restau- 
rant were very much exaggerated, if 
not untrue. He had never seen liquors 
sold in the restaurant. Hut then he 
had never stood about to w a tell whether 
the liquors %vere sold or not 


Mr. Kyle declared that it was the 


farthesf thing from his thoughts to 
pose as a reformer. Bat he did think 
that if people wished to drink they 
could at least go to the nearest saloon, 
"only a few hundred feet away." 


The intimate knowledge conveyed in 


the last few words caused general 
laughter at Mr. Kyle's expense, amid 
questions in an undertone from sen- 
ators, such as "How do yon know," 
etc. 


"The senator from Delaware (Mr. 


Gray)," Mr. Kyle continued, "wants to 
know how I know. If that senator 
will walk down Pennsylvania avenue, 
as I do frequently, he will find that he 
cannot pass three or four blocks with- 
out staggering against a drunken man 
—at 6 or 7 o'clock at night" 


"You mean," Mr. Gray said, amid 


more laughter, "that drunken men 
stagger against you, not yon against 
drunken men." 


Finally Mr. Gorman's m otion to re- 


fer the resolution to the committee on 
rales was agreed to: Yeas, 81; nays, 14. 


A report made yesterday adverse tc 


a resolution of Mr. Gall, authorizing 
the committee on patents to sit during 
the recess to consider the patent laws 
and to visit such places as the commit- 
tee may consider advantageous, caused 
considerable debate, which was closed 
with an indignant protest from Mr. 
Cockrell. He said it was time for the 
senate "to call a halt to these peripatet- 
ic committees going over the country 
hunting up Tom, Dick and Harry, to 
give evidence, and then making a re- 
port. which never amounted to any- 
thing.

tives, and strongly urged by others, 
and by a vote of DO to 41, the house re- 
fused to concur in the amendment.

committee on the judiciary.

ter a brief debate passed—145 to 8. 


The house adjourned at 4:45 o'clock.

COMMON POISONOUS PLANTS. 


Water Hemlock, Hellebore, Aconite, Foa- 


rloTe and Other*. 


The recent death of five school-hoys 


»t Tarrytown, N. Y., from eating a root 
which they supposed to be sweet flag, 
calls attention in a very tragic and 
painful way to the presence of poison- 
ous plants in our woods and fields. 
Just what the root really was I have 
not deflnitely learned. A medical jour- 
nal commenting on the case supposes 
that it was the very common plant 
known as poison ivy or poison oak 
(Ehiie toxieodendron). My own opin- 


tte water hemloclc (Cicuta maculata) 
or the American hellebore (Veratrnm 
viriile), both of which are poisonous 
plants that grow, like the harmless 
sweet Sag, in moist localities. But per- 
haps it is not so important to learn 
what plant killed the unfortunate lads 
as to remember that the fatal root was 
so palatable that the boys ate it eager- 
ly. That a root or other vegetable 
product may be pleasant to -the taste 
and yet contain a deadly poison is a 
very important thing to know. 


Fortunately not many of our native 


plants possess this very dangerous 
combination of qualities. Of those that 
do, perhaps the most dangerous is the 
water hemlock, already mentioned. 
This is a rank weed, growing common- 
ly in moXt localities. Its fleshy roots 
have « pleasant aromatic taste, but are 
virulently poisonous. To add to the 
danger there is a closely-related plant, 
called the sweet cicely, that grows in 
bimilar localities and much resembles 
the water hemlock, but which has a 
root that is both palatable and whole- 
some. Many persons, have lost their 
lives, through mistaking one of these 
plants for the other. Another related 
plant that grows commonly here, hav- 
ing been introduced from Europe, is 
the poison hemlock (conium maculata), 
the plant that furnished the poison 
with which the ancient Greeks killed 
their capital criminals, and sometimes, 
3s in the case of Socrates and Phocion, 
their philosophers. 
These deadly hem- 


locks belong to the same family with 
the parsnip, carrot and celery, all three 
of which vegetables are poisonous in 
their native state, and have only be- 
come wholesome through cultivation. 
Even now the parsnip sometimes de- 
velops poisonous principles if allowed 
to become too old before being pulled. 


The hellebore is also a 
commorj 


plant, growing in boggy places. It is 
a lily (though no one but a botanist 
would suspect the relationship) with 
broad plaited leaves that clasp the 
stem at their base. 
The poisonous 


properties of this plant were well 
known to the Indians, who are said to 
have sometimes used it in selecting 
their chiefs—the man who could take 
most of the poison with impunity being 
regarded as strongest and best quali- 
fied to lead. On account of this tradi- 
tion the hellebore is often called "In- 
dian poke." It is also sometimes called 
"crow plant,'' because the early settlers 
scattered corn steeped in a decoction 
of hellebore over their fields to poison

, The aconites are another tribe ol 
common and very dangerous plants, A 
few weeks ago a family on Long Island 
suffered from eating the roots of one of 
these plants. We have several native 
species, but none of these is as well 
known 
a,s 
the 
"monk's 
hood," 


which has come to us from Europe. 
This plant has a historical interest, 
as its poison was used on arrow heads 
in primitive warfare, and in the exe- 
cution of criminals in more civilized 
communities. In some countries it was 
used to poison wolves, and hence it is 
often called "wolfsbane." 


We are also indebted to Europe for 


several other common plants that are 
very poisonous; in particular, the fox- 
glove (Digitalis purpnrea), the deadly 
nightshade (Atropa beladonna), the 
henbane (Hyoscyamus niger) and the 
stramonium (datura stramonium). The 
last named is a very common roadside 
weed, having a large tubular white 
flower. It is commonly called James- 
town weed, often corrupted to "jimsen 
weed," this same having Jits origin in 
an incident 
of the early history 


of Virginia. Some soldiers who had 
been sent to 'Jamestown to quell 
the rebellion of Bucon were poisoned 
by eating a salad made of young shoots 
of the stramonium. The deadly night- 
shade must not be confounded with oui 
charming lilies called drooping night- 
shades (trilliums), which are plants ol 
far better repute. 


I have mentioned only the commonet 


plants whose poisons are most virulent. 
A long list might be added of plants in 
some degree poisonou^, but the effects 
of which are seldom fatal. Perhaps 
the most common of all, and certainly 
the most generally known, is the poison 
ivy, 
already referred to, which really 


is. not an ivy at all, but a climbing 
sumac (rhub). This plant has the un- 
enviable distinction of being poisonous 
to the touch. Fortunately it does not 
affect all persons, however, some being 
able to handle it with impunity.—Har- 
per's Young People. 


—Fanny Crosby, the blind Methodist 


hymn-writer, is now seventy years of 
age. She has written about three thou- 
sand Sunday-school hymns, many oi 
which are widely known. She was born 
at South East, N. Y., in 1823, and lost 
her sight when six weeks old through 
the ignorant application of a warm 
poultice to her eyes. She has been an 
inmate of and teacher in the institution 
of the blind in New York city since 
1835. 
In 1858 she was married to Alex- 


ander Van Alstyne, a musician, who 
was also blind. Her first poem was pub- 
lished in 1831, and her first volume ol 
verse, "A Blind Girl and Other Poems,''
